The Atlanta Regional Archives, administered by the National Archives and 
Records Service, GSA, has received the first 312 rolls of 1900 Census 
microfilm. Covering the states of Alabama through Kane County, Illinois, 
the film is now open for legitimate historical, biographical, legal, or 
genealogical research. Rolls on other states, including Soundex indexes, 
will be announced as they are received in coming months. 

Restrictions were placed on the use of the 1900 Census film by agreement 
between the Census Bureau and the National Archives and Records Service 
which released the material. Researchers should be aware of these 
restrictions, which have not been placed on earlier censuses. 

1. The film is NOT available on interlibrary loan. It may 
be examined only in the reference room of the Federal 
Archives and Records Center, 1557 St. Joseph Avenue, 
East Point, Georgia, 303^, {hoh) 526-7^77, open Monday 
through Friday, except holidays, from 8:00 A.M. to 
U:30 P.M. 

2. Researchers must make application to use the films, and 
agree to the specific conditions of their use, including 
the following : 

A. An historical or biographical researcher must provide 
satisfactory evidence of his institutional connections 
or other credentials. 

B. A legal researcher must provide evidence of his authority 
to represent a person, family, court, or tribunal. 

C. A genealogical researcher must state family connection or 
provide evidence of authorization from the family concerned. 

3. The film may not be reproduced by camera or any other means of 
photocopy. 

Within these boundaries, the 1900 Census microfilm is now open, and the 
Regional Archives will be glad to assist, on a first-come, first-serve 
basis, those researchers interested in it.

A HISTORY OF THE PRIMITIVE BAPTIST IN THE WESTERN DISTRICTS 

OF KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE by Lewis M. Edgar, Minister 

INTRODUCTION. In undertaking to give the history of the 
Baptist In the Western districts of Tennessee and Kentucky, 
it is necessary to show the origin and rise of the two asso- 
ciations. In 1823 the country was very thinly settled and 
no association in this district, and there were nine churches 
met in July 1823 to consider the propriety or impropriety of 
constituting an association in the Western district, and af- 
ter consultation they agreed to meet at Birds Creek Church 
on the 26th and 27 th of September, 1823. 

We have given the Constitution, Abstract of Principles and 
Rules of Decorum, the names of all the ohurohes, and ohange 
in members; when there is any baptised we name the number, 
but if there is none baptised it is left blank; give the to- 
tal number of contribution. We have transcribed the minutes 
of the Western District Association with the exception of 
the Constitution, Abstract of Principles and Rules of Decorum, 
which were ordered to be attaohed to the minutes of 1827. In 
as much as they were in the past minutes I have left them out 
and the division 1b shown in the minutes of 1828. There were 
in the division 31 or 32 churches. The Western District 
Association from its Constitution had nothing to do with 
worldly Institutions. After the division the Obion Associa- 
tion was constituted as is shown in our minutes. 

I have shown the difficulties which sprung up among the 
churches, also the rent of seven churches. We have a lengthy 
oircular on the subject of Open and Close Communion, also a 
circular on Church Order, and a third one on the subject of 
Christian Patience with several queries. 

Through the request of several of our brethren and my own 
inclination, I have undertaken the laborious task of trans- 
scribing the Constitution and Minutes of the two associations 
In order to show the present and future generations that there 
is a people yet contending for the Apostolic Doctrine and 
Practice. 



There was a meeting of nine ohurohes at Spring Creek of 
West Sandy meeting house, on Friday before the third Lord's 
day in July, 1823, for the purpose of considering the prop- 
riety or impropriety of forming themselves into an associa- 
tion in the Western district, and after a consultation, 
agreed to meet at Birds Creek meeting house, Henry county, 
Tennessee, on Friday before the 4th Sunday in September, 
1823 for the purpose of organizing themselves into an associ- 
ation. The churches that met by their delegates were as 
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Abstract of Principles were read and approved. The assoo. , 
being organized, chose Elder S. McGowen Moderator and Elder 
Jacob Browning Cl'k. 

Resolved: That we open a correspondence with Little River, 
Red River and West Tennessee Associations, and letters of 
correspondence read and messengers appointed to hear them 
to the West Tennessee Assoc. Elders Cook and Cane, to Red 
River, Elders McCowen, Browning and Conyers to Little River; 
lids. Ross, Copeland and Archibald Baley, Brethren Marbra 
and Killebrew appointed a committee of finance. Brother 
Marbra appointed Treasurer, and Elder Jacob Browning Record- 
ing Secretary. The committee of Finance reported that 
$12.12§ had been received from the churches, 

Elder Jacob Browning is requested to preach the next intro- 
ductory sermon, and in case of failure Elder Jas. Conyers. 
Elder Rolen Cook to prepare a circular. Agreed that the 
next association be held at Beaver Sam of the Holly Fork

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STATE ARTILLERY OFFICERS PETITION 

The following petition was transcribed by Mary Ann (Mrs. L. R.) 
Mitchell, 72 Woodhaven Drive, Jackson, Tennessee 38301, from a photostatic 
copy of the original which can be found in the Virginia State Library in 
Richmond, under Military Petitions, Box 2, William Jennings, et al. 
Capt. Lawrence Howse, one of the signers of the petition, served in the 
Virginia State Line for three years during the American Revolution. His 
grandson, David Charles Howse, settled in Haywood County Tennessee in the 
early 1840s, and many of his descendants still live in that vicinity. 

The petition is dated Octr. 23, 1778. 

To the Honble the Speaker and Gentlemen of the Assembly for 
the State of Virginia. 

The Petition of several Officers belonging to the Regiment 
of State Artillery. Humbly sheweth that when your Petitioners were 
appointed to the Offices they respectively hold they conceived as 
was directed by Law, that they were to rank according to the review 
of their respective Quotas of Men, which induced them to give a larger 
Bounty than the Country allowed, to the Soldiers they enlisted, out 
of their private purses, in order to raise their Quota of Men, which 
as they conceived would entitle them to rank.

recruited a man. Altho' your Petitioners like Capt. De Flaicman 
as a Man, yet they should consider themselves as unworthy of their 
Offices if they did not contend for what they view as the pride of 
a Soldier. & to what they consider themselves justly intitled. They 
hope therefore your Honble House order an inquiry into the allegations 
of their Petition & do therein as to your Wisdom shall seem meet. 
& they shall ever pray.
